fHE RECENT DISORDERS AT ROME 


Instigated by the Italian Government, 


So Sayi a Prominent Cardinal—Count 
X.ml%vlg Von Arco-Valley, Minister from 
Germany to the United States, Dies In 
Berlin—Two New I'ariielllte Papers To 
Be Started In »ublln— Foreign Notes. 
Loxooy, Oct. K'.—la a recent inter- 


view one of the most prominent cardinals, 
known to be an intimate friend of the 
p->pe and one of his advisers, said the 
Vatican is convinced tbat the late dis- 
orders at Rome precipitated by French 
pilgrims were really instigated by the 
I tiliau government, which had becom» 
j .ilous of the growing influence of tlie 
p >pe and the amicable relations which 
existed between Fr.nice and the Vatican. 


"The dreibuml is cognizant," the cardi- 


nal continued, "of Italy'e complicity in 
the Meuotti-G:iriD;ildi affair, and at that 
time the under homo secretary, Lucca, 
arranged a project for a circular letter to 
be eent to the mayors of provincial towns

The cardinal declau-d that the Italian 


government would picfer the assassina- 
tion or the expul-inn of the pope to the 
present situniiou. The pope himself re- 
cently said; "I am no longer a prisoner, 
but a hostage menaced uith expulsion or 
assassination unless I capitulate before 
the enemy." 


Modified Their View*. 


The cardinal, continuing, said that tho 


pope would never accept the present situ- 
ation, but nothing has as ysc been decided 
upon iu the matter of his leaving Rome. 
The conclave is abroad and many of tho 
cardinals have hitherto been reluctant to 
act in the matter, but they have greatly 
modified their views since those French 
pilgrim disoiders. Tho latter may have 
the greatest consequences for Italy aud 
the Vatican and the general situation,and 
perhaps seriously alter the relations be- 
tween all tho European powers and the 
Vatican. Jt is said iu ecclesiastical circles 
that the occupation of Rome by Italy 
would end like the finish to the French 
commune by the massacre of tho host- 
ages.
